ized, the punishment will not be as se­ 
vere a* the nature of the ease may de 
maud. 
Indeed, I lie object of the society 
is not for punishment hut for reforma­ 
tion.

In my last c o m m u n ic atio n it w as inti 
mated that some sug g estions w o u ld be 
made as to how we can proceed to secure 
hard roads. 
We 
want th em

our state to take the matter in 
hand as 
has been do ne by N e w J ersey, 
Massachusets 
and 
t onnectieut, 
w h ic h 
work is similar to that o f E ng land and 
France, but it seems feasible to org anize 
on a smaller scale and proceed with the 
work with a certainty o f beneficial results. 
T o prepare to build ami repair roads, eer. 
tain nruchinery is absolutely 
essential. 
We now have scrapers o f various kinds, 
including w heel scrapers and g raders or 
jointers to smooth the ruts and c ro w n the 
roads, but in addition w e need stone crush 
ers and heav y rollers, and a c om p eten t 
road maker of experience. 
O ne 
to w n 
cannot afford to provide all these requis 
but the towns of Dixon. Palmyra 
Nelson, South Di\< n and N ac h u sa can 
unite in an association and buy machinery 
and employ a supeiin te m le nt. sharing the 
expe nse prorata according to the amount 
of road and bridg e tax raised. 
This association should be org anized 
under state corporation laws, and 
the 
H ig h w ay Commissione rs of each town, 
tog ether with 
Supervisors 
if 
thoug ht 
best, to com pose the mem bership of the 
org anization. 
Due stone crusher and one 
larg e roller would answer for all 
the 
Work, as would one superintendent. 
T h e work done 111 each of the respective 
tow ns would be under the directions of 
the hig h w ay com missioner s o f that town, 
ami each receive the full amount o f ilteir 
revenue, within their o w n limits, 
and 
would hav e the benefit o f use o f maeliiu 
erv and work done under the vig ilant eye 
ot the superintendent w h e th e r contract 


or day labor. 
In reg ulating the expenditure o f money 
raised, the fundamental principle dictated 
by econ omy, should be to sacratice a por 
tion of the resources o f the road to insure 
tlu* best em plo ym ent of the remainder, 
hence the necessity of b u yin g machinery 
and e m p lo yin g a road maker of science 


and experience. 


N o one would manufacture plo w s or 
shoes now', the old w ay of fifty or even 
twenty live years ag o, but w o u ld st-euiv 
modern machinery and secure a 
thor 
oug hly compet ent man as foreman 
or 
superintendent. 
T here is the sam e ne

remainder of the year by constantly pass­ 
ing over the various roads in rotation and 
making slight repairs when necessary, 
a? the proper time, at small expense, 
which, if allowed to go without attention 
as is usual, till the season for general re 
pairs comes around, requires an outlay 
herhaps ten times as great a- wouid have 
Lcen necessary at the proper time 
It i> 
a ease of “ a stitch in time” etc. 
This Superintendent could also see to it. 
that all the dirt roads were jointed <>r the 
grader passed over them at the proper 
time, and have the* holes and ruts filled 
before getting too deep 
and ruin the 
roads for use for the time being. 
The ad 
vantages for such an organization are 
apparent, as it embodies a permanent 
organization of practical and interested 
men in each town represented, who would 
investigate the matter of road making in 
its advanced stage where it bad been sue- 
ce- sfidly carried on and have the benefit of 
experience of those who bad made it a 
study; they wmuld not be obliged to exp tr- 
imen t. 
Then again they would have the 
use in each town of machinery, which 
could be bought by the several towns, 
which wouid be too expensive for any 
one town to puchase, and also have the 
benefit of tlu- set vice of a competent sup 
crintendent who would have charge of till 
the work. 
This is only an outline of 
what seems po.-sible and within reach of 
the towns above indicated, and there are 
no more obstacles in the way of such an 
organization for road making than in 
organizing for banking or manufacturing 
purposes. 
T he same diflcultics would exist how* 
ever that 
now exist, 
viz. 
I* or 
the 
commissioners of each town to d erid e 
where the money should be expended, 
as the-people are scattered over a large 
tract of territory, end each section de 
mands its share of the expenditure. 
But 
this question can be controlcd belter by 
such an organization than without it, 'l ie 
fact is some sacrifice must be made and 
certain roads must be jin it built perm on 
ently, then 
the next year build other 
roads. 
If this is not done we shall con 
tinue, as in the past,! to scatter the road 
and bridge money here and there, and 
have no permanent roads. 
1 he roads 
first built should be the most important 
ones and such as receive the greatest 
traflic and accommodate the most persons 
who pay taxes. 
In many instances more or le-s team 
work would be donated by' those using the 
roads most and are able and feel a public 
interest in permanent roads. 
It is hoped 
that farmers interested will give their 
views as to whether they favor the org an­ 
ization and also any information of gen* 
»-»■ol interest, through the columns of the 
Dixon paper« . 
Let them discuss the mat 
ter and if thought best have the highway 
commissioners, supervisors and farmers 
interested in the several towns culled 
together at Dixon in the near future and 
talk the matter over and see if something 
cannot be done to secure in the ueu 
future good and permanent roads.
